Although 
the entire DISCOVERER series is to be known as an R & D effort, the 

press has speculated as to a possible camera carrying capability in 
later launches. An exaugile of this speculation is found in the 
following quote from the 16 February edition of Aviation Week ; 

"* • « « No cameras will be carried in initial shot. 

Except for changes in payload makeup. Discoverer is essen- 
tially the seme as UBATs WS-1171 Sentry reconnaissance 
satellite 

The above quotation and others clearly indicate that the press has not 
entirely accepted the R & D story and is locating for evidence of a 
reconnais a ance capability. For this reason any personalities connected 
with intelligence collection, especially photographic intelligence 
collection, must be extremely careful that their mere presence at the 
launch site is not interpreted as a confirmation of the speculation 
about the reconnaissance capability of later DISCOVERER payloads.
